Pervading  and  earnest  as  were  the  attach- 
ments of  Madame  Recamicr  to  Aloiitmoreucy 
UsdlancsVe.  the  crowning  passion  of  her  Itle 
e*ai  her  Ineiidship  for  Chateaubriand.  The 
latter  thus  describes  the  lirst  meeting  with 
her : 

"I  was  one  morning  with  Madame  de  Stael, 
who,  at  toilet  in  the  huud.s  of  her  maid, 
twirled  a  green  twig  in  her  lingers  while  she 
talked  Suddenly  Madame  liccamier  entered 
clothed  in  white.  She  sits  down  on  a  blue 
silk  sola.  Madame  de  Siael,  »tuudiug,  con- 
tinues her  elegant  conversation.  1  scarcely  re- 
ply, myeyis  riveted  on  Madame  Kccainicr.  1 
had  never  seen  any  oue  equal  to  her,  and  was 
more  than  ever  depressed.  My  admiration  ot 
her  changed  into  StSsatisfaction  with  myself. 
Mo-  MM  out,  and  1  mw  her  no  more  lor 
twelve  years.  Twelve  years?  What  hostile 
power  squanders  thus  our  daje,  iro.ucaliy 
lavishing  them  on  the  inditleiences  called 
attachments,  on  the  Wretchednesses  Denied 
facilities  t 

Hut  it  was  in  1W1T,  at  a  private  dinner  in 
tine  chamber  of  the  d$  mg  Madame  de  Steal 

that  their  real  acquaintance  began.  The 
literary  lame  pf  Cuatcaubnaiid  was  then 
greater  than  that  of  any  living  man.  lie  was 
a  lofty-,  romantic,  melancholy  permit,  with  a 
superb  head  and  lace,  poU-hed  manners,  and 
a  grand  vetu  ot  eloQuencc.  Nothing  was  so 
deeply  characteristic  of  Madame  Uecamier  as 
her  enthusiasm  for  brilliant  naiads,  uvble 
sentiments  and  conduct.  It  was  this  that  had 
mi  fascinated  her  with  Madame  de  Stael 
The  sure  proof  of  the  ideal  nature  of  her 
ettnchmrnis.  their  freedom  from  sensual  in- 
gredients, is  this  ruling  stamp  of  reverence 
and  loyalty.  Those  whom  she  admired  the 
most  enthusiastically,  she  loved  the  moat 
passionately.  It  was  inevitable  thut  her  lm 
agination  would  be  captivated  with  tlie  chiv- 
alrous and  imposing  Chateaubriand,  espe- 
cially at  sneh  an  affecting  time.    "  Hnaeeafii 

the  Batumi  heir  to  Madame  de  Stael  s  place' 
in  her  heart.'  Speaking  of  this  overwiielui- 
HsC  sentiment,  thirty  years  later,  he  said 
'  h  is  impossible  for  a  head  to  be  more  roan 
pletely  turned  than  mine  was;  1  used  to  cry 
all  day." 

1  he  friendship  ol  Madame  Hecamier  and 
Chateaubriand  became  more  absorbing  and 
complete,  and  was  destined  to  endure  with 
their  lives.  It  Was,  Madame  Lenormant 
says,  "  the  one  aim  ot  her  life  to  appease  the 
irritability,  soothe  the  susceptibilities,  and 
remove  the  annoyances  of  this  noble,  gener- 
ous, but  selfish  nature,  spoiled  by  too  much 
adulation  '  ihr  steady  moderation,  moral 
wisdom,  beautiful  repose,  and  sweet  oblivion 
ol  self,  were  an  admirable  antidote  lor  his 
extreme  moods,  nneasy  vnnity,  and  morbid 
depression.  Communion  with  her  serene 
eqatiimit3',  her  matchless  beauty,  her  inex- 
haustible tenderness,  the  experience  of  her 
coustant  homage  soothed  his  haughty  and  mor- 
bid, but  magnanimous  and  affectionate  na- 
tirre.  and  were  an  infinite  luxury  to  him.  An 


1837,  he,  together  with  Hallar.che,  might  be 
seen,  in  the  cold  mornings---" his  beautiful 
white  hair  blown  about  by  the  wind,  his  phis- 
iogncmy  the  image  of  despair" — in  the  court 
ol  the  Abbaye-anz  Bois,  waiting  for  the  doctor 
to  come  out.  Be  then  vritcs:  "1  bring  this 
note  to  your  door  I  was  so  I  SSI  I  fieri  yester- 
day at  not  being  admitted,  that  I  believed 

yon  Were  going  from  me.   Ah'  remember  it 

is  1  who  have  to  <io  before  yon  Never  speak 
of  what  I  shall  do  without  you.  I  have  not 
done  anything  so  evil  thai  1  -hould  be  left 
behind  you." 

She  recovered,  and  devoted  herself  more 
than  ever,  if  possible,  through  the  years  of 
his  mental  decay,  to  alleviate  and  disguise 
the  Sad  changes  that  came  over  him.  Blind- 
ness began  their  separation  before  death 
came.  Nothing  can  more  emphatically  be- 
speak her  divine  self-abnegation  than  the 
far  t,  that,  for  a  long  time  alter  she  hnd  be- 
come perfectly  blind,  a  dislike  to  trouble 
others  with  her  infirmities  led  her  to  conceal 
the  misfortune  from  her  general  acq  ; air. - 
tnnces  Her  eyes  kept  their  brightness  and 
her  hearing  was  most  tieutc;  she  recognized, 
by  the  first  inflection  of  the  voice,  those  who 
The  furniture  was  carefully  ar- 
ys  in  the  same  way,  Bo  that  she 
could  move  about  confidently;  and  many 
persons,  when  she  spoke  of  her  "  poor  eyes  ' 
never  dreamed  that  she  had  actually  lost  her 
sight. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife,  Chateaubriand 
besought  Madame  Recamier  to  marry  him. 
She  retused,  on  the  ground  th-it,  if  she  resi- 
ded with  him.  the  variety  and  pleasure  of  his 
daily  visits  brought  into  the  tedium  of  his 
existence  would  be  destroyed.  "  Were  we 
younger,"  she  said.  "1  would  gladly  accept 
the  right  to  consecrate  my  life  to  you.  Age 
and  blindness  give  me  this  right.  1  know  the 
world  will  do  justice  to  the  purity  of  our 
relation.  Let  us  change  nothing."  Dnrfng 
his  last  sickness,  he  was  as  unable  to  speak 
as  she  was  to  eec.  She  had  the  fortitude  to 
undergo  two  operations  on  her  eyes  in  the 
hope  of  looking  or.  him  once  more  ;  but  in 
vain.  By  his  bedside  when  he  expired  she 
felt  the  sources  of  her  life  struck.  >he  came 
from  the  room  with  no  outward  sign  of  distress, 
but  clothed  with  a  deadly  paleness,  which 
from  that  hour  never  left  her. 

History  scarcely  affords  a  liner  instance  of 
the  ministrations  of  womanhood  to  suit  the 
woes  and  supply  the  wants  of  man,  than  is 
exhibited  in  the  relation  of  Madame  Reca- 
mier and  Chateaubriand.  Wnen  Ijcynnd  his 
three  score  ami  ten.  he  writes  to  her  thus,  at 
different  tittles  . 

"Other  things  are  old  stories:  you  are  all 
that  I  love  to  see."  "  1  ntn  g')ing  to  walk  out 
with  the  lark.  She  shnll  sing  to  me  of  yon; 
then  she  shall  be  silent  forever  in  the  furrow 
into  which  she  drops."  '  I  have  only  one 
hope  graven  on  my  heart,  iitnl  that  is  to  see 
you  again."  "Cherish  faithfully  your  attach- 
ment to  me  it  is.  all  my  life.  \  on  see  how 
my  poor  hand  trembles;  but  my  heart  is 
firm."  '  I  have  but  one  thought -  fidelity  to 
you  :  all  the  rest  is  gone." 

For  many  years—even  after  his  noble  fac- 
ulties were  broken,  and  he  had  lost  flie  use  of 
his  limbs,  fo  that  he  was  forced  to  be  carried 
into  her  room-  Be  passed  the  hours  of  ev  ery 

day.  from  three  to  six.  with  her.  Amidst  the 
Ordinary  hatreds,  miseries,  and  indifferences 
of  SQcietJii  i<  it  not  indeed  instructive  and 
refreshing  to  see  this  example  of  a  spotless 
friendship  still  yielding,  in  extreme  old  age, 
the  interest,  the  solace,  t lit?  happiness  which 
everything  else  had  ultimately  ceased  to 
yield.

He 
is  a  Radical,  and  a  bitter  and  malignant  one, 
but  only  of  that  kind  who  follow  the  leaders 
and  ash  no  question.*,  lie  is  content  to  "sing 
the  song  of  placebo,"  as  Lord  Hncon  says, 
and  if  he  goes  wr.mg  the  fauit  is  somebody 
else's,  and  not  his.  He  has  run  the  whole 
gamut  ol  political  parties,  from  the  Constitu- 
tional Unionism  ol  the  Holder  State.;  in  LS01 
to  the  Radicalism  of  (Yngress  in  I86fi—  float- 
ing ever  quietly  with  the  current  of  public 
opinion,  sayiug  little,  but  always  up  with  the 
advance-guard  when  the  time  for  action  came. 
In  the  Senate,  he  has  never  yet  made  a  speech, 
but  in  one  or  two  attempts  in  that  direction 
ho  has  abundantly  proven  the  wisdom  of  his 
fcilence.  Ten  years'ago  Tennessee  would  not 
have  sent  Mr.  Fowler  to  the  Senate — ten  years 
ago  Mr.  Fow  ler  would  have  felt  highly  honor- 
ed with  a  seat  in  the  city  council  of  Na»hville. 
He  was  then  teaching  mathematics,  and  little 
dreaming  of  statesmanship,  or  that  he  should 
soon  be  the  successor  of  Andrew  Jackson  and 

John 'Hell  in  the  Beanie  of  the  United  States. 
Hut  his  opportunity  preaented  itself  when,  in 
lfjt'>_,  the  now  President  Johnson  began  to  re- 
organize the  governnic'it  of  Tennessee  on  a 
loyal  basis.  Men  of  the  governing  class  were 
scarce.  Fowler  came  forward,  tendered  his 
services  and  received  an  office  under  the  new 
State  government  When  the  Legislature 
assembled  lo  elect  Seuators,  Mr  Fowler  found 
it  M\  easy  task  to  be  made  one  ot  the  two,  and 
ilu  IV.  m. h  ut's  son  in  law.  Mr.  Patterson, 
was  the  other.  The  election  was  rather  in 
the  nature  of  a  mandate  from  the  Military 
Governor.  W  bile  Tennessee  was  still  knock- 
ing at  the  doors  of  Congress  for  admission, 
the  quarrel  between  the  President  and  Con- 
mtesa  began,  Fowler  allied  himself  with  the 
Congressional  side  of  the  quarrel,  and  has 
adhered  to  it  ever  since.  He  has  voted  and 
acted  with  the  bitter  enemies  of  the  President 
all  along,  apparently  forgetful  ol  the  fact  that 
but  for  the  personal  friendship  ol  Mr  Johnson 
to  him  a  few  Tears  ago.  be  might  and  prob- 
ably would  be  at  this  day  and  date,  demon- 
strating triangles  on  a  blackuoard,  inducting 
uuappreciative  youth  into  the  dull  mysteries 
of  the  square  and  cube  mot,  or  dazzling  the 
dawning  intellect  of  Tennessee  by  coaxing  it 
across  the  ass  bridge  or  helping  it  to  solve 
the  famous  horse-hoe  proMem  on  the  princi- 
p'e  of  geometrical  progression.

I  progress  of  events  in  English  history  : 

W  .  said  that  the  histcry  of  England  is  the 
history  of  progress,  and  when  we  take  a  com- 
•  prehensive  view  of  it,  it  is  so.  But  when 
examined  in  small,  separate  portions,  it  may 
with  more  propriety  be  called  a  history  of 
actions  and  renetnW  We  have  often  thought 
that  the  motion  of  the  public  mind  in  our 
country  resembles  that  of  the  sea  when  the 
tide  is  rising.  Each  successive  wave  rushes 
forward,  breaks,  and  rolls  back  ;  but  the  great 
fioodj  is  steadily  coming  iu.  A  person  who 
looked  in  the  waters  only  for  a  moment  might 
fancy  that  they  were  retiring  or  that  they 
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those  highly  endowed  with  genius.  And  Ma 
dame  Uecamier  s  intense  faculty  of  admira- 
tion, with  her  self-forgetting  devotedness, 
exactly  lilted  her  for  this  ministry.  Chateau- 
briand became  the  first  object  of  her  life. 
Modifying  her  habits  to  suit  his  tastes,  she 
made  him,  instead  of  herself,  the  centre 
around  which  everything  was  to  revolve  She 
devised  endless  means  of  lending  an  intt  i  ■  t  ; 
his  existence.  She  listened  to  everything  he 
wrote.  She  drew  into  her  parlor  to  meet  him 
and  all  those  persons  who  oould  interest  or 
amuse  him,  or  in  any  way  give  him  pleasure. 
She  diverted  attentions  lrom  herself  to  him 
with  exhaustless  skill  and  generosity.  In  a 
poem  which  he  addvss^l.Uj  liar,  he.  called 
her  the  "soft  star  which gtfi fled liis  path." 

The  persistence  of  an  affection  so  profound 
and  so  pure  as  that  of  Madame  Recamier 
bore  its  proper  fruit,  and  ended  jy  subduing 
Chateaubriand.  Gratitude,  respect,  and  ven- 
eration struck  their  roots  to  the  very  bottom 
of  his  heart.  Little  by  little,  his  self-occupied 
personality   yields,   aud  at  last  he  writes

The  con-l  it  ittion  is  perhap  republican  in 
form,  as  a  gorilla  is  human  > ri  form,  hut  it 
has  as  lev.  of  the  ■tlllWilM  of  a  true  repiibl- 
can  constitution,  especially  in  ils  oaths,  as  the 
ape  has  of  the  eu It i \  ated  gent leinaii.  Not  one 
sentence,  line,  or  sellable  in  it  cau  be  main- 
tained in  tho  sense  in  which  this  House  is 
expected  to  receive  it.  It  is  true  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  east  were  iu  favor  of  it, 
beiiiw..  its  opponents,  in  accordance  with 
law,  declined  voting,  so  thnt  ■  majority  of  Un- 
registered votes  should  not  be  polled  as  re- 
quired by  the  i.e.  .it;  |  ruction  laws  to  give  it 
validity,  ami  they  were  not.  And  even  this 
bill  does  not  venture  to  assert  thai  they  were. 
It  is,  therefor.  ,  true,  beyond  all  question,  that 
the  proposed  constitution  was  rejected.  Re- 
jected iu  strict  conformiM  with  the  rights 
and  privileges  few  and  grudgingly  given  by 
the  reconstruction  acts  passed  by  this  and 
the  last  Congress,  after  three  efforts  so  to 
amend  and  patch  them  np  as  to  prevent  any 
but  the  friends  and  partisans  of  the  dominant 
majority  here  from  -having  any  control  over 
the  proposed  constitution  and  the  legislation 
consequent  thereon.  And  now.  when  the 
work  of  the  convention  has  proved  to  be  so 
infamous,  oppressive,  and  degrading  that 
nearty  all  the  seventy-three  thousand  white 
citizens  of  Alabama  who  had  registered,  and 
only  about  five  thousand  of  whom  opposed 
the  convention,  refused  to  recognize  it,  when 
less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  votes  of  the  ac- 
tual white  population  recognized  and  sustain- 
ed it,  and  that  percentage  was  composed  al- 
most exclusively  of  office  seekers  and  needy, 
worthless  adventurers,  vultures  seeking  to 
feast  on  th?  victims  of  radical  misrule,  this 
Congress  is  asked  to  force  it  on  that  people 
under  the  pretense  that  a  majority  of  them 
desire  it;  although  only  seventy-one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  seventeen  voted  for 
and  against,  and  it  required  over  eighty-five 
to  make  a  majority  of  the  registered  vote. 
There  never  was  a  bolder,  more  unblushing 
attempt  to  make  this  Congress  stultify  and 
disgrace  itself  before  the  civilized  world  than 
to  pass  such  a  hill  as  this  on  such  a  pretense. 

Let  us  test  these  assertions  by  the  facts. 
Fortunately  they  are  neither  numerous  nor 
complicated,  and  being  not  only  matters  of 
record,  but  records  made  and  acted  on  by  this 
Congress,  they  can  neither  be  perverted,  mis- 
understood, nor  misconstrued.  They  are  so 
plain  that  the  wayfaring  man,  though  a  fool, 
need  not  err  therein.  The  si'.Vipb  question  is 
what  rights  had  the  people  of  Alabama  under 
MM  acts  on  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
constitution  that  might  be  framed  and  pre- 
sented them.

Thk  resi  gnation  of  Cassius  M.  Clay  as  Min 
ister  to  Russia,  has  been  formally  accepted 
by  the  Administration.  In  a  letter  to  the 
Senate  Department,  dated  January  In,  Mr 
Clay,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  Mr.

MM]  art!  held  — 
remarkable  for  the  circuni-tat.ct  under  which 
the  call  was  issued ;  remarkable  for  the  t  har- 
acter  of  the  call  itself;  and  ite>-i  remarkable 
of  all  for  the  proceed! ngs  of  the  assetu'dagc, 
for  it  was  in  no  sense  a  Convention  'I  he 
meeting  bore  a  MMbUmH  t..  C. .1. v .  n t i . .n » 
only  in  the  preconcerted  movement  t<>  thwart 
the  will  of  the  people,  and  to  direct  all  its 
actions  to  suit  the  purpose  of  the  select  few 
who  claim  and  exercise  the  right  to  dictate  to 
the  Democratic  party  of  Mason  couaty  how 
they  shall  think  and  for  whom  tl.ey  shall 
vote. 

The  call  for  the  meeting  on  Saturday  is 
peculiar  in  this  That  it  was  not  sigiu  d  l  y 
order  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Democratic  party,  hut  merely  hy  the  worthy 
Chairman  of  that  Committee.  The  Committee 
had  not  been  notified  of  any  meeting  to  take 
the  subject  of  a  Convention  or  County  Meeting 
under  consideration,  nor  had  such  a  meeting 
bean  held.  The  menilier*  of  the  Committee 
had  not  l»een  consulted  in  reference  to  the

and  the  members  ot  the  Executive  Committee 
in  the  Mayslick  and  Sardi-  precinct!  railed 
precinct  me«  tings  for  the  purp  '.-<•  of  selecting 
delegates  to  the  meeting 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit!.-.-,  who

and  that  under  the i 


chiefly  of  gentlemen  from  the  two  Maysville

Of  course  the  delega- 
tion to  the  District  Convention  was  chosen 
in  the  spirit  that  had  actuated  the  entire  pro 
eeedings  When  the  Committee  had  returned, 
and  before  they  made  their  report,  Dr.  Duke 
address..!  the  chairman  in  n  brief  remon- 
j  strance  against  the  summary  maimer  in 
j  which  th.-  representatives  of  the  Mayslick  and 
)  several  of  the  other  county  {precincts  had 
Ml  >i  overslaughed,  repeated  his  urgument 
,  iigain-t  the  unfairness  of  depriving  the  peo- 
ple of  the  precincts  of  their  right  to  MMCt 
their  own  delegates  to  express  their  choice, 
and  inveighed  against  the  injustice  of  a 
meeting  in  which  the  interests  of  the  county 
were  subordinated  to  the  wishes  of  a  compara- 
tively few  gentlemen  in  the  Maysville  pre- 
cincts. He  then  offered  the  following  protest, 
viz  : 

Revived.  That  the  protest  of  the  delegates 
from  the  Mayslick  precinct,  and  of  parts  of 
the  delegations  from  the  Lewisburg.  Washing- 
ton, and  the  two  Maysville  precincts,  against 
the  decision  of  the  chairman  and  against  The 
actions  of  the  meeting,  be  made  a  part  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  meeting.  They  do  hereby 
most  solemnly  protest  that  in  the  selection  of 
delegp.tes  the  wishes  of  the  Democrats  of  the 
county  have  been  thwarted  by  the  votes  of 
men  who  have  no  authority  to  vote  in  this 
meeting  as  delegates,  not  having  been  elected 
as  such  by  precinct  meetings,  and  that  this 
meeting  itself  is  in  no  sense  a  Convention  of 
the  Democrats  of  Mason  county. 

A  motion  was  made  to  lay  this  resolution 
ori  the  table  and  to  refuse  to  admit  the  protest 
to  record,  which  was  carried  in.  the  same 
main.,  r  in  which  every  thing  else  had  been 
bffca4  through.  The  names  of  the  delegates 
were  then  announced,  ami  Dr  Duke,  in  behalf 
of  the  Mayslick  precinct,  protested  against 
the  ap| .■ointment  of  such  delegates  from  the 
Mayslick  precinct,  on  the  grouud  that  they 
did  Ml  represent  the  sent iment s  of  t h-  I  M> 
crat-  of  thai  precinct,  and  he  announced  that 
the  Democrats  of  the  Mayslick  precinct 
wonl.l  *ernl  delegates  to  the  District  Conven- 
tion to  con'est  the  seats  of  the  delegates 
appointed  by  the  meeting.  Mr.  (ireeu  then 
announced  his  purpose  to  support  the  candi- 
date nominated  by  the  Convention,  whoever 
he  might   be     He  did  think    however,  that

To  the  Editor  of  the  Maysville  Eagle  .  Your 
editorials  generally  please  me,  bnt  I  am 
specially  pleased  with  your  remarks  in  the 
Eagle  of  the  12th  inst.,  in  reprehension  of  the 
much  abused  and  truly  odious  Conventional 
system  which  arbitrarily  "  places  the  unob- 
trusive and  honest  masses  in  the  power  of 
tricksters  and  political  thimble  riggers;  '  and 
beg  leave  to  express  my  own  thanks  in  such 
terms  as  I  believe  will  be  sanctioned  by  every 
one  who  loves  his  country  more  than  party, 
and  is  anxious  to  have  the  best  men  represent 
us  in  all  ministerial,  judicial,  and  executive 
offices. 

In  the  first  place  I  have  no  fancy  for  call- 
ing out  candidates  by  the  score,  on  fulsomely 
complimentary  invitations,  when  not  one  sub- 
scriber in  ten  intends  to  vote  for  the  so-called, 
but  merely  signs  the  paper  to  get  rid  of  a 
troublesome  solicitor,  and  because,  as  I  heard 
oue  allege,  "there  is  no  money  to  pay."  All 
such  contrivances  are  ImM — and  belong  to 
the  "you  tickle  me,  aud  I'll  tickle  you"  school.

REPORT. 

The  Maysville  bible  Societv  was  first 
organized  in  February  H2:i  "The  writer 
knows  little  of  its  history,  except  what  is  to 
be  learned  from  the  statistical  statements  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  until  after  it  was 
reorganized  in  18j2  At  the  hitter  date, 
there  was  no  regular  organization  or  succes- 
sion of  'officers.  For  several  vears  prior 
thereto,  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  agent  of  the 
Parent  Society,  visited  this  city,  made  collec- 
tions and  directed  in  the  keeping  up  of  a  sup 
ply  of  Bibles,  and  when  the  ptWMM  Society- 
was  formally  organized  it  WM  found  that 
Bibles  and  Testaments  were  iu  the  hands  of 
Mr  H.  II.  Cox,  who  had  been  selling  and  dis- 
tributing by  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Mit.  h- 
ell.  At  one  period  certainly,  probably  twice. 
Mason  County  had  been  supplied  hy  Colpor- 
teurs, and  the  names  of  Mr.  ft  S.  Davis  and 
Rev.  Hiram  Baker  have  beeu  mentioned  in 
connection  with  this  work. 

The  sum  of  the  work  of  the  Mavsville  Bible 
Society  from  182.1  to  1831,  29  year*,  maybe 
stated  as  follows 


Donations  to  American  bil.le  Soeietl 
Remittances  to  same  for  Bibles,  a  i  . 
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On  the  I9H  day  t,f  December.  18ft*,  the 
Maysville  and  Mason  county  Bible  Societv 
was  organized.  Dr.  M.  F.  Adamson  was 
elected  President  and  James  Barbour  Secre- 
tary They  have  continued  to  act  in  that 
capacity  until  the  present  time,  but  without 
regular  re-election  Mr  II  H  Co\  was 
elected  Librariun  ami  Treasurer,  and  acted  in 
that  capacity  until  the  !Uh  day  of  September, 
1^53,  when  Mr  d.  \V  Blatterman,  who  bought 
his  bookstore,  succeeded  him  and  continued 
to  keep  charge  of  the  books  of  the  society 
and  attend  to  their  distribution  until  the  real 
1800,  when  he  sold  his  bookstore  to  Mr  \V  L 
Pearce  During  the  years  18ft]  and  1-  ! 
Maysville  was  partially  resupplied,  Mr.  S  .s 
Davis  and  Mr.  Broadwell  acting  as  the  society 
colporteurs.  In  l*jl,  the  Maysvill-  and  Ma 
son  county  Bible  Society  employed  Mr.  John 
Caldwell,  a  theological  student,  to  visit  and 
supply  parts  of  Lewis  and  Fleming  counties. 
Rev.  Mr.  Clayton  distributed  for  us  on  the 
borders  of  Mason  and  Lewis,  Mr.  \V  II 
Power,  in  the  same  count/,  visited  and  sup- 
plied East  May.ville  and  "other  portions  of 
Mason  county. 

From  Ifctti  to  lftftA,  Mr  W  L.  Pearce  had 
churge  of  the  books  of  the  society.  Mr.  Blat- 
terman  again  became  the  owner  of  the  book- 
store, took  the  custody  of  the  Society's  bibles, 
and  kept  and  distributed  them  until  1865, 
when  Mr.  James  Smith,  who  succeeded  him 
in  business,  became  the  librarian  and  treas- 
urer of  the  bible  society,  and  he  is  now  occu- 
pying that  position.  The  chief  labor  in  the 
work  of  the  society  has  devolved  upon  the 
librarinn  and  treasurer.  All  of  the  gentlemen 
nametl  have  showed  a  commendable  interest 
in  and  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  causs 
Although  for  a  number  of  years  there  was  not 
any  general  effort  to  supply  destituti. Ms,  I 
good  and  varied  supply  of  different  editions 
of  the  bible  i  aid  testaments  published  by  the 
American  Bible  Society  has  been  kept  at  the 
depository;  donations  have  been  made  of 
these  books  as  occasion  was  presented;  and 
all  the  time  bibles  and  testaments  have  been 
sold  by  these  gentlemen  at  the  original  cost 
of  publication,  without  profit  or  pecuniary  re 
ward  to  any  person. 

In  the  month  of  December,  1853,  Rev.  Mr. 
Bayless,  the  agent  of  the  American  Bible 
Society  for  Eastern  Kentucky  commenced 
his  annual  visits  to  this  couuty,  and  so  regu- 
lar were  these  vi-its  that  it  was  well  under- 
stood, whenever  the  season  came  for  spare- 
ribs  and  sausage,  brother  Bayless  anil  "  old 
whitey"  were  sure  to  be  on  hand.  His  last 
visit  was  in  December,  18C5.  His  custom  was 
to  collect,  privately  or  publicly,  as  he  had 
opportunity,  in  Maysville,  Washington,  and 
other  pans  of  the  county,  and  all  sums  col- 
lected by  him  were  sent  to  the  Parent  Society 
for  tbe  credit  of  our  Society:  a  wi:»e  provi- 
sion, ns  will  presently  appear. 

Rev.  Mr.  Savage,  the  present  agent,  visited 
us  for  the  first  time  in  the  year  18llC,  in  the 
service  of  the  Parent  Society.  A  resolution 
had  been  adopted  by  the  Society,  that  the 
jub  lee,  or  fiftieth  year,  in  the  history  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  organized  in  1816, 
should  he  commemorated  by  re-supplying  the 
entire  I  nked  States.  Dr.  Savage  having 
undertaken  that  the  State  of  Kentucky  should 
if  possible,  be  induced  to  furnish  the  means 
to  supply  all  her  own  destitutions,  he  applied 
to  this  Society  to  aid  in  some  of  the  less  pros- 
perous counties.  Th«  collections  made  by 
him  in  the  month  of  December,  1866,  amount- 
ing to  $77  30,  were  appropriated,  generally, 
to  the  mountain  counties.  The  policy  pur- 
sued by  this  Society  of  having  all  its  contri- 
butions placed  to  its  own  credit,  bud  provided, 
after  paying  for  nil  the  books  purchased  since 
18.'.3,  a  fund  amounting  to  £71'.>  87. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Savage,  on  the  .'.th 
day  of  April,  1867,  the  managers  of  our  So- 
ciety made  the  following  appropriations,  viz  :

Resolutions  of  thauks  to  this  Society  for 
these  donations  have  been  received  from  those 
societies. 

In  the  month  of  October,  ls>67,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  Dr.  Savage,  the  managers 
of  this  Society  employed  Rev.  S.  B.  Sheeks  as 
a  Colporteur  to  supply  the  destitutions  in 
Mayiville  and  Mason  couuty.  He  visited 
every  family  in  the  county,  as  thoroughly  as 
he  could  ascertain,  and  supplied  everv  desti- 
tution, where  the  parties  would  purchase  or 
accept  the  donation  of  a  bible.  The  follow- 
ing items  from  his  report  will  be  found  to  be 
interesting

article,  second,  adulterations.  An  imper- 
fectly manufactured  oil  is  that  which  results 
when  the  distillafi.-n  MM  M-en  carried  on  at 
too  low  temperature,  and  a  pvrtinn  of  the 
naptha  remains  in  it  Adulterations  are 
largely  made  by  unprincipled  dealers,  who 
add  II  t'>  r»0  per  cent  of  naptha  after  it  leaves 
the  manufacturer's  hand  The  light  napthas 
which  have  been  spoken  of,  a'  known  in  com- 
merce under  the  names  of  benzine,  benzoline, 
gasoline,  etc  ,  are  very  volatile,  inflammable 
and  dangerous  They  however,  in  them-.  !v  i 
are  not  explosive  iwither  are  they  ca- 
pable of  furnishing  any  gas,  when  placed  in 
lamps.  Accidents  of  this  kind  are  due 
entirely  to  the  facility  with  which  vapor  is 
produced  from  them  at  low  temperatures.

be  seen  In  using  imperfect  or  adulterated 
kerosene,  the  space  above  the  line  of  oil  is 
always  tilled  with  vapor,  and  so  long  as  it 
is  warm  and  ri-ing  freely,  no  air  can  reach 
it.  and  it  is  safe.  At  bed  time  when  the 
family  retire,  the  light  is  extinguished  ;  the 
lamp  cools,  a  portion  of  the  vapor  is  con- 
densed; this  creates  a  partial  vacuum  iu  the 
space,  which  i.s  con  lai.r.v  tilled  with  air. 

Th.-  mixture  is  now  |iore  or  less  explo- 
sive ami  when,  upon  the  next  evening,  the 
lamp  is  lighted  without  replenishing  with  oil, 
as  is  often  done,  an  explosion  is  liable  to 
take  place.  I.ate  in  the  evening,  when  the 
oil  is  nearly  sonsnmed.  and  the  space  above 
tilled  with  vapor,  the  lamp  cannot  explode  so 
long  as  it  remains  at  rest  upon  the  table. 
But  take  it  in  hand,  agitate  it.  carry  it 'into 
a  cool  room,  the  vapor  is  cooled,  air  passes 
in.  and  the  vapor  becosaes  exploairo.  A  case 
of  lamp  explosion  came  to  the  writer's  knowl- 
edge a  few  years  since,  which  was  occasioned, 
by  taking  a  lamp  from  the  table  to  answer  a 
ring  of  the  door-bell.  The  cool  outside  air 
which  impinged  upon  the  lamp  in  the  hands 
of  the  lady,  rapidly  condensed  the  vapor,  air 
passed  in,  explosion  occurred,  which  resulted 
fatally  If  the  lamp  had  been  full  of  fluid, 
this  accident  could  not  have  occurred.  Befbro 
carrying  it  to  the  door,  flame  might  have  been 
thrust  into  the  lamp  with  safety;  the  vapor 
would  have  ignited,  but  no  explosion  would 
have  taken  place.
